An Act further- tu amend the Jndian Wnrks o| Defence At, 1903. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-flfth Year of the Republic 
of India aa follows: — 

1 . Thi.s Act may be called the Indian Works of Defence (Amendment) 
Act, 1974. 

7 of 1B03. 2. In .section I of tlie Indian Works of Defence Act. 1903 (hereinafter 

referred to as the principal Act), in sub-section (1). the word "Indian" 
shall be omitted. 

3. In section 37 of the principal Act, for the words and brackt'ts "or 
(w’ithin the towns of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay) to the Commissioner 
of Police”, the words and brackets “or (within any area for which a 
Commissioner of Police has been appointed) to the Commissioner of 
Police” shall be substituted. 

4, In section 44 of the principal Act,— 

(i) in sub-section (1). for the words “The Central Government 
may make rules”, the words "The Central Government may, by 
notification in the Official Gazette, make rules” shall be substituted; 
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(ii) for sub-section (3), the following sub-section shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely: — 

“(3) Every rule made luider this section shall he laid, as 
30<m as may be after it is made, before each House of Parliament, 
while it is in Session, for a total period of thirty days which may 
be comprised in one session or in two or more successive sessions, 
and if, before the expiry of the session immediately following 
the session or the successive sessions aforesaid, both Houses 
agree in making any modiflcation in the rule or both Houses 
agree that the rule should not be made, the rule shall thereafter 
have effect only in such modified form or be of no effect, as the 
case may be; so, however, that any such modification or annul¬ 
ment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything pre¬ 
viously done under that rule.”.
